Townes, and People, which are ſomewhat ſtrange vnto 
v3 : but moſt of all, and which is tho chiefe error, (for 
want of knowledge of the Writer) ſome of the bookes 
were printed vnder the name of Thomas Watſon, by 
whoſe occafion I linow not, vnleſſe it were the over raſh. 
neſſe, or miſtaking of the workemen, but ſince having 
learned that the faide diſcourſe was written by Captaine 
Smith, who is one of the Counſell there in Virginia 2.1 
thought good to make the like Apollogie, by ſhewing 
the true Author fo farre as my ſelſe could learne , not 
doubting, but that the wiſe noting it as an error of igno- 
rance, will paſſe it over with patience, and if worthyan 
applauditie, to reſerve it to the Author, whole paines in 
my iudgement deſerueth commendations; ſomewhat 
more was by him written which being as I thought (fie 
to be private)I would not adventure to make it publicke 
what more may be expected concerning the (cituation of 
the Country, the nature,cfthe clime,number of our peo- 
ple there reſident, the manner of their government, and 
liuing, the commodities to be produced, & the end & ef- 
fect it maycome too, I cam ſay nothing more then is here 
written, only what I haue learned and gathered from the 
generall conſent of all (that Ihaue conuer ſed withall)af- 
well marriners as otheta, which haue bad imploymẽt that 
way zis that the Country is exerellẽt & pleaſant, ie clime 
temperate and hes le fol, the ground fertilt and good, 
the commodities to be expected if well followed) many, 
for our people, the worſt being already paſt, theſeformer 
hauing iaduredthe heate of the day, whereby thoſe that 
ſhi fucceede, wiy at caſe labout for their profit, inthe 
moſt ſweete, coole, and temperate ſi:ade: the action moſt 
honorable, and the end to the high glory of God, to the 
erecting of true religion among Infidells, to the ouer- 
throw of ſuperſtition and idolatrie, to the winning of 
many 
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many thouſands of wandring ſheepe, vnto Chriſts fold, 
who now , and till now, haue ſtrayed in the vnlenowne 
paths of Paganiſme, Idolatrie, and ſuſperſtition: yea, I 
ſay the Action being well followed. as by the graue Se- 
nators, and worthy aduenturors , it hath beene worthily 
begunne: will tend to the everlaſting renowne of our

pected,harzingby a cruell ſtoꝛme bene put to the Nozthward: 
anchoꝛing in this Bap twentie oꝛ thirtie weut a ſhoꝛe with 
the Captain. and in comming aboard, they were allalted with 
certaine Indians, which charged them within Piſfoll ſhot: in 
which conflict, Captaine Archer and Mathew Morton were 
ſhot: wherupon, Captaine Newport ſeconding them. made a

| Thetwoand twenty day of Apꝛill, Captain Newport and 
wy lcife with diners others, to the number of twenty two 
perſona, ſet fo;ward to diſcouer the Riuer, ſome fifties2 firtis 
miles, finding it in ſome places b;oader,+ in ſome narrower, 
theCountrie ( fozthe moſte part) oneach five plaine high 
ground, with many freſh Spzinges, the people in all places 
kindely intreating vs,daunſing and feaſting vs with ſtraw⸗ 
berries, Pulberies, Bead, Fiſh, and other their Countrie 
pzonifions wherof we had plenty: foz which Captaine News 
port kindely requited theit leaſt fauours. with Wels Pumes, 
Needles, beades 02 Glafſcs, which ſocontented them that his 
luberallitie mate them follow vs om place to place, and euer 
kindely to teſped vs. Jnthe midway laying to refreſh our 
ſelues in alittle Ile foure aa five ſanages came vnto vs. which 
deſcribed vato vs tho courſe of the Riuer , and after in our 
iournep, they often met va, trading with vs foz ſuch pꝛouillon 
as wee had, and ariuing at Arſatec ke, hee whom we ſuppoſed 
to bes the chiefe u ing ol all the reſt. moſte kindely entertained 
vs, giuing vs in a guide to go with vs vp the Riuer Sat 


hatan, of which place their great Emperoꝛ taketh his name⸗ 
where he that theyhonored fo2 King vſed vs kindel p. But to £ 

finiſh this dilcouerie, wepaſſedon further, where within an 

4 ile we were intercepted with great craggy ſtones p in midſt 

ofthe riner,where the water falleth ſo rudely, and with ſuch a 

| violence, as not any boat can pollibly paiſe , and ſo bꝛoad diſ⸗ 

perfeththe ſtreame, as there is not paſt flue o2 ſixe Foote at a 

low water, and to the thoze ſcarce paſſage with a barge, the 

water floweth fonre foote , and the freſhes by reaſon of the 

Rockss hane left markes ofthc inundations 8. 92 9. foote: 

The ſouth ſide is plaine low ground, and the noꝛth fide high 

monntaines,

mountaines, the rockes being of a grauelly nature, interlaced 
with many vaius of gliltring ſpangles. That night we retur- 
nedto Vowhatan: the nert day(being Whitſunday aftor din- 
ner) we returned to the fals, leaning a mariner in pawn with 
the Indians foʒ a guide of theirs, hee that they honoured fo; 
Ning followed vs by the river. That afternoone we trifled in 
looking vpon the Rockes and riuer(furtherhe would not gos) 
ſs there we ereced acroſſe , and that night faking eur man at 
Powhatans,Cap.Newport cengratulated his kindenes with 
aGown and a Hatchet: returning to Arſeteclce, and ſtaved 
there the next day to oblerue the height therof, + ſo with many 
fignes of laue we departed.The nert day the Queene of Aga- 
matack kindely intreated vs, her people being no leſſe conten- 
ted then thereff, and from thence we went to another place, 
(the name whereof J doe not remember) where the people 
ſthewed vs the mannerof their dimng foz Pullels, in which 
they ande Pearles. 

Chat night paſſing by Weanock ſame kwentie miles from 
our Fot, they acco2ding fo their fo2mer churliſh condition, 
ſeemedlittie to affect vs, but as wee departed and lodged at 
the point of Weanocke, the people the next moꝛning ſeemed 
kindely to content vs, yet we might percetue many lignes of 
amoze Jealouſie in them then beſoze,and alſo the Pinde that 
the Ring of Arſeteck had giuen vs, alteret his reſolution in 
going to our Foꝛt, and with many kinde circumſtances left 
vs there. This gate vs ſome occaſion to doubt ſome miſchiste 
at the Fo2t,yet Capt.Newport intended to haue viſited Paſs 
pahegh and Tappahanocke, but the inſtant change of the 
winde being farrefo2 our refurn, we repaired to the foꝛt with · 
all ſpeed, where the firſt we heard was that 400. Indians the 
day befoze had aſlalted the foꝛt, i ſuppꝛiſed it, had not God be · 
yond al their expedations) hv meanes ot the ſhippes at whom 
they ſhot with their Oꝛdinances t Pugkefs, cauſed them to 
retire, they had entred the foꝛt with our own men, which were 
then buſied in ſetting Coꝛne, their armes beeing then in dꝛie⸗ 
fats i ſeł ready but certain Gentle mẽ of their own, in — 

con 
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conflict, moſt of the Counſel was hurt. a boy ſlaine in the Pin- 
nas, and thirteene o2 fourtecne moꝛe hurt Withali ſpeeds we 
palliſadoed our Fozt:(each other dax) ta ſige 03 ſeauen dates 
we had alarums by ambuſcadoes, and foure a2 Fuecrueily 
wounded by being abꝛoad: the Indians loſe woo know not, 
but as they repozt thꝛee were lain and diners hurt · 
| Newport hauing (et things in onder. (et ſaile fo; 
England the 22 of June, leaning pzouiſlon foz 13. 02 14 
weeks. The day befoze the Dhips departure. the King of Pa- 
mauncecſent the Indian that had met vs befo2ein out diſeo- 
uerie, to aſſure vs peate, our fo2t being then paliſadoed round, 
and all out men in good health and comſoꝛt, albeit, that thaagh 
ſome diſtentented humoꝛs, it did not ſo long continue, ſoʒ the 
Pꝛeũident and Captaine Goſnold, with the reſt of the Coun- 
ell, being fo2 the moſte part diſcontented with one another in 
ſo much, that things were neither carried with that diſcretion 
no2 any buũnes effected in ſuch good ſozt as wiſoome would, 
noz ourowne good, and ſafetie required thereby, and thzcugh 
the hard dealing of our Pꝛeũdent, the reft of the counſeti bee⸗ 
ing dinerllie affected though his audacious commanund, and 
fo Captaine Partin,(albeit veris honeſt) and wiſhing the 
beft good, vct ſo ficke andweake , and my ſelfe (o diſgrac d 
th:oughothers mallics thzough which dilozder God (being 
angrie with vs)plagned vs with tuch famin and licknes, that 
the liuiug were ſcarce able io bury the dead: dux want of ſuffi- 
cient and good vid ualla, with continuall watching, foure 03 
five each night at thzee Bulwarkes , being the chiefe 
cauſe: onely of Stargion wee had great ſtoze, Wwhere- 
an our men would ſo greedily ſurfet, as it coſt manye 
their lines:the ack, Aquanitie,and other pꝛeſeruatiues foz 
our health, being kept onely in the P2eſidents hands, foz his 
ownediet,and his few afſociates:ſho:tiy after Captaine Goſ- 
nold fell ſicke, and within the werkes died, Captaiuc Rat- 
cliffe being then alſo verie ficke and weake,andmy ſells ha- 
ning alſo taſted ofthe extremitie therof,but by Gods alfiſkice 
being well recouered. Kendall about this time, fo: _ 
reaſons 
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traſons depoſcd from being ofthe C ouncell: and choꝛtlp aſter 
it pleaſed God in our extremity)tomoue the Intians to bzing 
vs Coꝛne, ere it wes halſe ripx, to refreſh vs, hen we ta- 
ther expeaed when they would deſtroy vs: about the tenth of 
September there was about 46. of aur men dead, at which 
time Captaine Wingefield hauing o2dzed the affaires in ſuch 
ſoꝛt that he was generally hated ol all, in which reſpect with 
one conſent he was depoſed from his pꝛelidencie, and Caps 
taine Ratcliffe acco2ding fo his courſe waseleced. 

Our pꝛouiſion being now within twentie dayes ſpent, the 
Indians bꝛought vs great ſtoze both of Coꝛns and bꝛead tca⸗ 
dy made: andelſo there came ſuch aboundante of Fowles in⸗ 
to the Riuers as greatly refreſhed cur weake eſtates, where⸗ 
vppon many of our weake men were pꝛeſently able to goeas 
b20ad .As vet we had no houſes to couer vs, out Cents were 
rotten, and our Cabbins wozſe then nought: our beſt com · 
moditie was Yꝛon which we made into little chiſlels, the pze- 
fident,and Captaine Martins ficknes, conſtrayned me tobe 
Cape Marchant, and yet toſpare no paines in making houſes 
fo: the company, who notwithſtanding our miſerp, little 
ceaſed their mallice, grudging and muttering. As at this time 
were molk of our chiefeſt men either ſicke 02 diſtontented, the 
reſt being in ſuch diſpaire, as they would rather ſtarue and 
rot with idlenes, then be perſwaded to do any thing foꝛ their 
owne reliefe without conraint : our viqualles being now 
within etghteene dayes ſpent, and the Indians trade decrea- 
fing, J was ſent to the mouth of Þ riuer, fo Kegquouhtan an 
Indian Lowne,to trads fo2 Cozne,and try the river fo2 Fiſh, 
but our ſtching we could not effec by reaſon of the ſtoꝛmy 
weather. The Indians thinking vs neare famiſhed, with 
carelefſekindnes, offred vs little pieces of bzead»e ſmall hands 
fulls or beanes oꝛ wheat, foꝛ a hatchet o2 a piece ofcopper : Jn 
the like maner J entertained their kindnes, and in like ſcoꝛne 
offered them liks commodities, but the Childzen, cꝛ any that 
ſhewedextrao2dinary kindenes, J liberally contented with 
free gifte,ſuch trifles as wel tõtented them:finding this colre

durſt not, caꝛne they had E to ſpoile J hadnocdmiſſion: 
In my rot ume to Palpahegh, J traded with that churlith a 
nation :hauing loaded 10 83 12 buſhels ofcozne, 
they offred to tale our pieces andſwozds, vet by ſtelth, but lce- 
ming to dillike it, they were ready to aſſault vs, vet Kiving v- 


pon our guard in coaſting the ſhoze,diners out of the woods 


would meet with vs wth co2n & trade, but leaſt we ſhonld be 
conftrained,either to indure ouernmch wong oz diregtiyfal to 
reuenge, ang them dog us from place toplace,tt being night 
tour necelſitie not fit fo2 warres, we tooke occaſion to returns 
with 10 buſhells ofcozne:Cap. Martin after made 2 iournies 
to that nation of Paſpahcgh buteache time returned with 8. 
oz Io. buthells. All things being now ready fo2 my isurneꝝ to 
Powhatan, foz the perfozmance thereof, Jhad 8. men and un 
ſelſe fo the barge ,as well fo2 diſcouerie, as trading, the Pin- 
nace, 3. Sarriners, (2. landmen to take in our ladings at cone 
uemant places. The 9 of Nouember I ſet ſaʒ ward ſoꝝ the dii· 
conery of the country of Chikhamania, leauing the pinnace 
the next tide to followe andffay foz my comming at Point 
weanock,20miles fromour fozt; the mouth of this riuer fal+ 
leth into the great riner at Vaſpahegh, 8 miles aboue our fozt: 
that afternoone 3 ffayed the eb.inthe bay of Paſpahegh with 
the Jndi&s:towards the euening certaine Indians haledme, 
one ol them being of Chikahamania,offred ts cdduct me to his 
country, the Paſpabegheans grudged therat: along we went 
by moonelight, at midnight he bzought vs befoze his Towne, 
deſiringone of our men to go vp with him, whom he kindely 
intertained, and teturned back to the barge:the nert moaning. 
I went vp to the tone, and ſhewedthem what copper and 
hatchets they hold haue fo2 cone, each family ſerking to gius 
me moſt content: ſo long they cauſed me to ftay ̊ 100 at leaſt 
was expecting my comming by the riuer with cozne,what J 
liked Zbought, and leaſt they ſhould perceiue my tes great 
want J went higher vp the river: this place is calledMaonol - 
quoſick a guarter ofa mile from the riner,conteintng thirtis 
oz foꝛtie heuſes, vppon an exceeding high land: at the foote 
of the hill towards the river, is a plaine wood, watered 
with many lpzinges, 3 falltwentie yardes right yy" 
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into the riner: right againſt Þ ſame is agreaf march, of 4.92 
miles cirtuit, deuided in2 Zlands,by the parting of theri 
— —— t foule of all ſoꝛts:a mile from thence is 4 


Towne talled Oraniocke, A farther diſcouered the Townes 
of Munſa, Apatwock, Werawahone, & Mamanahũt at eche 
place nindely vſed, eſpecially at the laſt, being the hart of the 
Countrę, where wore aſſembled 200. people with ſuch aboũ 
dice of coꝛne, as hauing laded our barge, as alſo J might haue 
laded a ſhip:J returned to Paſpahhegh, x conſidering Þ want 
of Coanc at our Foꝛt it being night, with ß ebb, by midnight 
J arinod at our fo2t,where 3 fouud our munis run aground: 
the next mozning J vnlaved ſeauthogſheds into our ſfoze,the 
next mozning J returned agatne:the ſecond day Jarined at 
Mamanahut,wher Þ people hauing heard of my cũõming, were 
ready with 3 02 400. baskets litle Egreat,of which haning la -

at my departure they requeſted me to heat our in 
the midl of the riuet, which in regard of p eccho ſeemed a peale 
of 02dnance,many birds and fowles they ſee vs daply kil that 
much feares them, ſo deſirous of trade wer they, they wouls 
follow me with their canowes, e foz any thing giae it me, ra⸗ 
ther then returne it back:fo I bnladed again? oz 3.hogſheavs 
at our fozt. Paning thus by Gods aſſiſtance gotten god to2e 
ofcozne, notwith&anding ſomes bad ſpirrits not content with 
Gods pzonidence, ſtill grow mutinous, in ſomuch, that our 
pzeſidont haning ocaſion to chide the ſmith foz his miſdeame⸗ 
no, he not oni gaus him bad language, but alſooffred to ſtrike 
him with ſame of his tooles, foz which rebellious ac, the ſmith 
— Jury condemned fo be hanged, but being vppon the 
lavver continuing verry obſinate, as hoping vpon a reſcue: 
when he (aw no other way but death with him, he became pe- 
mitem, c declared a dangerous conſpicacyfo2 which 
Kendall as was by a Jury condeaed e ſhot to death. 
This appealed, I ſet foꝛ ward foz the diſcouecy of 
the Riner of Checka Hamania: this third time J diſcouered þ 
Townes of Matapamient, Morinogh, Aſcacap, moyſenoc k 
Righkahauck,Nechanichock, Mattalũt, Attamuſpincke, ( 


diners others.their plenty of cone I found decreaſed, vet la- 
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ding the bargs, N returned to dur fo2t: dur ſhoze beingnow 


indifferently wel p2onidod with cozne, there was much adve 
foz to haue the pinace gee foz England, againſt which Captain 
Martin t my felfe-ſanding chiefly againT it, and infine alter 
many. debatings, pro & contra, it was reolned toffay a furs 
ther reſolatid: this matter alſo quietev, 3 ſet fozward to finiſh 
this diſconery,which as vet J hadneglected in regard of i ne- 
ceſlitie we had to take in pzouifton whillt it was to be had:4.».

aboundance, the moſt of their inhabitants, in view of pᷣ neck of 
Land, where a better ſeat foz a townecanuot be deſired-at the 
endoffozty miles this riner inuironeth many low Jlands, at 

each high water dzowned fo2 a mile, where it vniteth it ſelfe, 
at a place talled. A pokant the higheſt Towns inhabited. 10. 

miles higher J diſconered with the barge;inthemid way, a 
great tre hindꝛed my paſſage which J cut in two: heere the ti⸗ 
nerbecamenarrower,3.9 02 10. foote at a high water, and 6. 
85 7. at alowe: the ſtreame exceeding i wift. i the bottom hard 
channell, the ground moſt part a lom plaine, ſandy ſoyle, this 
occaſtoned me to ſuppoſe it might iſſue from ſome lake oz ſos 
bꝛoad fo2d,fo2 it could not be far to the head, but rather then J 

would endanger the barge, yet to haue beene able to reſolue 
this doubt, t fodiſcharge the imputation ot malicious tungs, 
that halfe ſuſpected J dutſt not foꝛ ſs long delaying, ſome of 


the company as defirous as my ſeif-we reſolued to hier —

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now, and roturne with the harge to Apocant, there to leaue 
the barge ſecute, and put our ſe lues vppon the aduonturs: 
the country onety a vaſt and vilde wildernes, and buf onely 
that Towne : within thzeegz fouremile ine hired a Canow, 
and 2. Indians to row vs 5 next day a fowling:hauing made 
ſuch p2ouiſienfvo the karte as was nerdſull, Jleft her there to 
ride, witherpacfſe thargenot any to go aſhoꝛe til ne returne. 
Though ſome wiſe men may conven this tos boaldattempt 
of too mach indtſcretion, vet if they well coliverthe 
of the Judians;1 ns me, the deſolatques of the coun⸗ 
try. the pzopabilitiect ſane lacke, i the malicious iudges of my

02 4 moe — fo: the rſt fell downe = tage at mp 
diſcharges they did the ike, my hinde J made my barricado 
who offered not to ſtring, 20. 02 30-arrowes were ſhot at me

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king of Pamatick called'Opeckikenough with200men,in- 
niranedme, eache dzawing their bowe, which done they laid 
them vpon the ground, yet without ſhot, mp hinde treated be · 
twirt them and me ofconditions ol peate, ha diſcousred me fo - 
bs theCaptaine,my requeſt was toretive to þ boate, ther de · 

maunded my armes, the ref they ſaide were flaine, onely 
me ther would reſerue the Indian inpoztuned ms not to 
ſhot. Juretiring being in the ads gain quagire, and 
minding them moze then my eps, fert faſt into the quag- 
mirs, and alſo the Indian in dzawing- me fozth: thus ſur⸗ 
pailed-J reſolued to trie their mertias, m atmes caſts from 
me, till which none durſt apdꝛoch me:being ceazed on mo, ther 
daes me out and led me to the King, A pzeſented him with 
a compaſſe diall, deſcribing by my beit meanes the vſe therol, 
whercat he ſaamazedly admired, as he ſuſfered me to pzoceed 
in a diſcourſe of the roundnes of the earth, the courſe of the 
ſunne-ncone, ſfarres andplannets, with kinde ſpeeches and 
bzead he requited me, conducting me: where the Canowlay 
and lohn Robbinſon dais, with 20 a; 30. arrowes in him. 
Emry J ſaw not, J perceined hy, the aboundance of fires 
ail ouer the woods, at each place J expected when they would 
ececute me, yet they vled me with what kindnes they 
could: appzoaching their Lowne, which was within s miles 
where A was taken, onoly made as arbo2s and couered with 
mats, which they remoue as occaſion requires; all the wo- 
men and childzen, being aduertiſed of this accident, came 
foozth to meet them, the King well guarded with 20 bowmen 
5 flanckandrear,and each flanck beſoze him aſwo2d t apiece, 


nnd after him the like, then a bowman, then J on each hand 


aboweman, the reſt in ſile in the reare, which reare led foozth 
amongtt the trees in a biſhion, eache his bowe and a handſull 
of arrolves, a quiner at his back grimly painted: on cache 
flanck a ſargeant, the onexunning alwaiss towarde thefcont 
the other towards the reareeach a truc pace and in ercaving 
good oꝛder, this being a goꝛd time continuet, they cad et, em-

my gowne, points and garters, my compas anda tablet they 
gane me again, though 8 ozbinarily. guarded me, J wanted 
hot what they cold douiſe to cantent me: and ſtiloux longer 
acquaintance increaledourbetter affection:mach they thzeat- 
ned toaſſault ourfozte, as they were ſolicited by the King of 
Paſpahegh, whothewed at our fozt great ſignes of ſoꝛrow fo; 
this milchance:the King tooke great delight in vnderſtanding 
the manner ol our ſhips, and ſayling the ſeas, the earth x skies 
and of out God: what he knew ol the dominious he ſpate d not 
to acquaint me with, as ofcertainemencloathed at a place cal 
led Ocanahonan, tloathed like me, the courſe of sur tiuer, and 

that within 4 92 5 daies tourney of the alles, was a great tur · 
ning offalt water: J deffredhe woultdſend a meſſenger to Paſs 
pahegh, with a letter J wouid waitez by which the y ſhold vn⸗ 
detſtand, how kintly they vſedme,and that A was well leaſt 
they ſhould revenge my death: this he granted and ſent thee 
men, in ſuch weather, as in reaſon were vnpoſſible, by any na- - 
ked to be indured:their cruell mindes towards the fo2t J had 
deuerted in deſcribing the oꝛdinante + the mines inthe fields, 
as alſo the reuenge Captain Newport would take of them at 
his returne, their intent, J incerted the font, the people of Oca- 
nahonum and the back ſea, this repozt they after found diuers 
Indians that confirmed: the next day aftermy letter, came a 
ſaluage to my lodging, with his \wozd to haue ſlaine me, but 
being by my guard intercepted, with adowe and arrow he of- 
ſted to haue -efeced his purpoſe; the canſe J knew not, till 
the King vnder ſtanding thereofcame and told me of a man a 
dying, wounded with my piſtoli: he tould me alſo of another 
J had ũlayne, vet the moſt concealed they had any hurte: this 
was the father of him J had flapne, whoſe fury to pze- 


nent; the King pzeſently conductedme toanother Kingooms, 
pon 
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vpon the top of the next noztherlyriner , called Ihugbtanan, 
baning feaſted me,he farther led me to another bzanch of the ri- 
ner, called Mattapament, to ſwo other hunting townes tbey 
led me. and fo each of theſs Countries, aboule of the grtal Em⸗ 
erour of Pewbakan , whom as yet J ſuppoſed to bee at ths 
als, io him A tolde dim J maſt goe, and fo returne to Paſpa- 
hegh,after this foure o flue dayes marſh, we refurned to Ra- 
ſawrackc, the firſt towne they bzonght ms w, where bind ing 
the Pats in bundels, they marched (wo dayes journey, and 
crofſed the Niner of Vougbtanan, where it was as bzoad as 
Thames: ſo conducting me to a place called Menapacute in 
Pamaunke,where þ King inhabited; the next day another King 
ol that nation called Kekataugh, hauing receiued ſoar kindnes 
ol me at the Fozt,kindly inuited me to teaſt at his houſe, ite peo - 
ple frem all places flocked toſ& me, each ſhcwing to content 
me. Wy this the great King hath fours oz fine houſes, each 
containing fourcſcoze 03 an hundzed coote in length, plcaſantię 
ſeafed vpon an high ſandy hill, from whence you may ſiæ weſter⸗ 
ly a godly low Country, the river befoze the which his croked 
covrle cavſeth many great Parſhts of exceeding god ground. 
An bundzed hooſes, and many large plaincs are here togithcr 
inhabited. moze abunvarce of fiſhe folle, and a plealanter ſeat 
canzot be imagined : the King with (oztic Bowmcn to guard 
me,latreated me fo diſcharge my Piſtoll, which they there pze- 
fenced we with a mark at fir (coze fo ſtrike therwith but to ſpoil 
the p2: diſe J bzoke the cocke, whereat they Were much diſcon- 

fented theugh a channce (oppoled, 
From hence this kind King conducted mee lo a place called 
T opahanocke, a kingdeme vponanother Riucr nozihward : 
the cauſe of this was, that the peare beſoze, a Chippe had biens 
in the Riner of Pamaunke,who havirg beene kindly entertai⸗ 
ned by Powhatan their Eapcrour,they returned thence, and 
diſcouered the River of Topahanocke , wheres being receiucd 
with like kindnefſs, pet he ſine the ing, and foke of his people, 
and they ſuppoſed J were hee, but the people repozted him a 
great wan that was — and vling mce kindly, = 
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nert dar we depert os. 5 
TCpis River of Topahanock, ſameth in bꝛeadih not much 
lefſc then that we dwell vpon. t themonth of the Ringer is a 
'Conntrey called Cuttata women bpwards is Marriugh ta- 
cum Tapohanock;Appamatutk, ahd Nantongs tacum -, at 
'Topmanahocks , the dead ifſning from man Pountatne3, 
che nixt night J lodged at a hunting town of Powhatams, and 
the next day arriacd a Waranicomoco vpon the river of Pa- 
manncke, where the great king is reſident: by the way we paſ- 
ſed by the top of another little rittee , which is betwixrt the two 
called Payankacank. The moſt ofthis Countrey though De- 
ſert, vet cx:@ding ferti!,god timder, moſt hils and dales, in each 
valley a criftall ſpzing. - - 
Arrining at Weramocomoco their ©:ypcraur, pzoudly 
lying vppon a Bedftead a foote high bpon tenne o2 twelne 
Mattes, richly hung with manie Chapnes of great Pearles 
about his necke , and covered with a great Coacring of 
Rahanghcums : At heade ſat a womn, at his fete avo- 
ther, on each ſive ſitting vppon a Patte vppon the ground 
were raunged his chicke men on each ſide the fire, tenne in a 
ranke,and bebinde them as many pong women, each a great 
Chaine of white Brades over their ſhonlders : their headen 
painted in redoe and with ſoch a graue and Paicfticatl connte- 
nante as dzau2 me intoadmiration to ſe (och tate in anaked 
Salagge, bee kindly welcomed me with god wozdes, and 
great Platters of ſondzie N duals, afſuring mee bis ſriend- 
ſhip, and my libertie within foure dapes, hee much delighfed in 
Opechan Comoughs relation of what J hat deſcribed fo him, 
and oft ex 3mtned me bpon the ſame, Yee aſked mee the cavſe 
of our comming, J tolde him being iv fight with the Spant- 
ards our enemtie,being ouer polwzed'neare put toretreat, and 
by extreame weather put to this ſhoze, obere landing at Che- 
ſipiack the people ſhot vs, but at Kequoughitan they kindly 
vled bs, we by ſignes demaundeofreſh water, they deſcribed 
bs vy the River-was allfreſh water, at P. ſpahegh, alſo they 
kindly vied vs , our Pianlle being le«ke wee were infozced to 
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oy to mend her, till Coptaine Newport my father came fo 
condug vs away. Me demaunded why we went further with 
our Boate, J tolde dim, in that J Would haus occaficn 10 
falke of the backe Mea, that on the other fide the maine, where 
was (alt water, um father had a chiide flaine , whiche wee 
oppoſed Mcnecanhis cnemie , whole death we intended to 
reuenge. | Fs 

After god deliberstion, ht began fo deſcribe mee the 
Coontreys beyonte the Falles, withmany of the reſt, con- 
Arming what not onely Opcchancanoyes , and an Indian 
wich had beene pziſoner to Pewhatan had befoze tolde wee, 
Lat ſome called it. fine dayes, ſome fire, lome tight, where the 
ſapde water daſhed amongeſt many Cones and rockes, each 
Kozme which cauſed oft tymes the beade of the Riuer fs bes 
b:zackih: Anchanachuck he deſcribed to bee the people (hat

deſcribed allo vpon the lame fea, a wighty Nation called 
Pocoughtronack , a ficece Nation that did eate men, and 
warred with the people of Moyaoncer, and Pataromerke, 
Nations vpon the toppe oe the heade of the Bay, vnder bis 
terrifozies, where lhe yeare befoze they hav llain an hundzed, 
be lignifled their crownes were ſhancn,long haire in the necke, 
tied on a knot, Swozes like Pollaxes, 

. Beyond ſheen he deſcribed people with ozt Coafes, and 
Sleues lo the Elbowes , that paſſed that way in Sbhippes 
like ours, Pan ingvomes hee deſcribed me fo the beade 
of the Bay, which ſamed to be a mightie River , iſſuing 
from mightie Pountatnes betwixt the two Deas, ide people 
£:oathcd at Ocamahowan. Þe allo confirmed, and the Mu · 
therly Countries allo, as the reſt, that rcpozted vs to bs within a 
day e a halſe of Mangoge,two Bayes of Chawwonock, 6. ſtũ 
Roonoc k, to the ſouth part of the backe ſea:he deſcribed a coun» 
trie called Anone , where they baue abundance of Bzalle, 
and bouſes walled as ovrs. J requited his diſcourſe , ſe- 
ing what pzide ber had in his great and ſpacious Domini- 


ons, leeing that all hee knewe _ vnder his * 
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In deſcribing to him the kerritozies of Europe, which was 
ſubiec to our great King: whoſe ſubied J was, the innamerabls 
multitade of his ſhips, J gane him ts bnderſtand the noyſe of 
Trumpets,and terrible manner offighting were vader captain 
Newport m lather, whom J intituled the Meworames which 


they call King of all the waters, at bis greatneſſe hee admired, 
and not alittle feared : hee defired mee to fozſake Paſpaliegh, 
and to liue with him vpon his Riner , a Countrie called Capa 
Howaficke: his pꝛomiſed to gine me Cozne,Ueniſon , oz what 
J wanted to f@ve vs, Yatchets and Copper wee ould make 
dim, and none (ſhould diſturbe vs, This requeſt J pꝛomiled to 
pertozme: and thus hauing with all the kindnes hee could de- 
niſe, ſonght to content me: hee ſent me home with 4. men, one 
that viſually carried my Gowne and Knapſacke aſter mo, two 
other loded with bzead, and one to actompanie me. 

This Niner of Pamaunk<is not paſt twelus mile from that 
we dwell on, his courſe nozthweff, and weſterly, as the other. 
Weraocomoco, is vpon (alt water, in bzedth two myles , and 
fo keepeth his courſe without any farrying ſome twenty miles, 
where at the parting ofthe ſreſh water and the ſalt, if dinideth 
it ſells into two partcs,the one part fo Goughland, as bzoad as 
Thames, and nanigable,with a Boate thzeeſcoze 83 foureſcoze 
miles, and with a hippe fikkie, exc&eding crooked, and mante 
low grounds and mariſhes , but inhabited with aboundance of 
warlike and tall people. The CountreyofY oughtomam, of 
no leſſe wozth, onel it is lower, but all the love, a fatte, ſertili, 
ſandie ground. Aboue Manapacumter , many high ſaudis 
FPountaines.By the Riger is many Rockes, ſeeming if not of 
lenerall Pines; Theother bzanch a little lefſe in bzeadth, vet 
extendoth not nears ſo farre,no2 ſo well inhabifed , ſomewhat 
lower, and a white landie, and a white clay ſople : here is their 
beſt Terra Sigillata : The mouth ot the Riner,as J ſes in the 
diſconerie therof with captain Newport, is halſe a wile boat, 
within fours miles nof abous a Pulket hot:the channell excee- 
ding god and dep?,the River troight (6 the deniflons, Kiskirk 
the neareft Nation to the entrances, Their 
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Their religion and Ceremonie J obſerued was fhns:th;za 
oꝛ foure daxes aftcr my taking ſeuen of idem in the houſe where 
J lay, each with a rattle began at ten a clocke inthe moꝛning to 
ſing abont the fice, which they inuironed with a Circle cf 
meale, and after a foote 02 two from that. at the end of each ſong, 
12yds dowre two oz thace graines of wheate,continuing this oꝛ- 
der till they haus included ſixe 03 ſeven hundzed in a halis Circle, 
and after that tws o2 tha moze Circles in like maner, a hand 
bꝛedth from other:that done, at cach ſong, they put betwixt cue 
rie thace,two oz ſiue graines a little Micke, ſo counting as an 
old woman her Pater noſter, 

One diſgniſed with a great kinne, his head hung round 
with little @kinnes of Meaſels, and other vermine , with a 
Crownet of feathers on his bead, painted as vgly as the diuell, 
at the end of each ſong will make many ſignes and demonſftra- 
tions, with range and vehement actions, great cakes of Deere 
ſuet, Deare, and Tobacco he caſteth in the fire, till fre a clocks 
in the Eaening, their hotvling would continue ere they would 
depart. Each mozning in the colveſt froſt , the pzincipall to. the 
number ol twentio 02 thirtle, aſſembled themſelnes in a ronud 
circle, a good diſtance from the towns, whers they told me they 
ihere conſulted where to hunt the nert day : lo fat they ſed mee, 
that J mach doubted they intended fo haue ſacrificed mee to the 
Quiyovghquolicke , which is a ſuperiour power they woz? 
ſhip,a moze vglier thing cannot be deſcribed : one they haue fo} 
chief ſacrifices, which alis they call Quiyoughquoſick: to cure * 
the lick, a man with 4 Rattle,and extreame howling,Qowting, 
fnging , and (ach violent geſtures , and Anticke actions over 
the patient will luce out blod and flegwe from the patient out 
ol their bnable ſtomacke, oz any diſeaſed place, as no labour will 
moze tire them, Tobacco they offer the water ia paſſing in fowle 
weather. Lhe death of am they lament with great ſozrow and 
weeping : their Kings they burie betwixt two mattes within 
theit donſes, with all his beavs,tewels,hafchets,aud copper:the 
other in graues like ours. They acknowledge no reſurrection. 
Powhatan hath th TE filters, each of his b;e- 
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theren (occ&ded other. 

Foz the Crowne, their hepzes inderitenot, but the ficſk 
heyꝛes of the Siſters, and ſo ſuct.ſſiut ip the weomens heires: 
Foz the Kings hane os many weomen as they will, bis Sub · 
ic>ts two, and moſt but one. 

From Weramocomoco is bat 12, miles, pet the Indians 
frifled away that day, and would not goe to our Fozte by any 
p:riwaſions : but in certaine olde hunting bavſes of Paſpa- 
hegh we lodged all night. Che nert mozning ere Sunne riſe, 
we (:t\ozward foz our Fot, were we arriued within an houre, 
where each nian with the trueſt ſignes of toy they conid cxpʒelſla 
welcommed nz, except M. Archer, and ſome 2.02 3. ol his, 

who loꝛs then in mp abſence, ſwoꝛne Counſelloar, though not 
with the conſent of Capraine Martin: great blame and impa- 
tation was laide vpon me by them, foz the loſe of our two men 
Which the Indians New : inlo nuch that they purpoſed to depole 
me, bat in the midſt of my miſeries,it pleaſed God to ſend Cap- 
taine Nuport, who arriuing there the (ane night, ſo tripled our 
lop. as (02 a While thele p.ots againſt me were delerted though 
with mach malice ag ainſt me, which captain Newport in ſhozt 
time didplainly ler. Now was maiſter Scriuener, captains 
Martin, and my ſelfe, called Conn(cllers. 

Wit din flae 02 ſire dayes after the arriuall of the Ship, by a 
 miſchannce our Fozt was burned and the moſt ol our apparcll, 
lodging and pꝛiuate pzouiſioa , many of our old men dileaſed, 
and ofour new foz want of lodging periſhed. The Empercur 
Powhatan each wake once oz twice ſent me many pzelents of 
Weare,bzead Raugroughcuns, balfe alwayes foz wy father, 
whom be much deſired fo (&, and halſe foz mezand ſo continually 
impoꝛtuned by meſſengers and pzeſents, that J would come to 
fetch the cozne,and take the Countrie their King bad giuen me, 
as at laſt Captaine Newport relolned to go ſa bim. Much 
acquaintance J bad amongſt the Indians ,jand (uch conſidente 
theyhadia mo , as neare the Fozt they woulo not come till 3 
came to them, euer of them calling me by mp name, would not 
ſell ane thing till J had firſt receined (heir pꝛelents, and what 


they 
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they had that J !iked,thep defcrredfo wy dilcretion : but afler 
acquaintance, they vſually came into the Fozt at their plea- 
ſore ; The Pzcſidenf, and the reſt oftho Coanccll, they k1ews 
not, but Captaine Newports greatncfle J had ſo de ſcribtd, as 
they conte pued him the chic le, the ret his chiidzen, Officets, and 
ſttvants. Me dad agred with y king of Paſpahegh. to conduct 
two ol our men to a plate called Panawicke beyond Reonok, 
where he repozted many men to be apparciled. We landed 
bim at Waira>koyack, wherc playing the villaine, and delu· 
ding vs ſoz rewards, returned within th;& 02!oure dapts aer 
without going further. Ciptains Newpore; maifter Scriue - 
net, and my ſelfe, found the mouth of Pamauncks tiuer, ſome 
25.03 30. miles nozthward from Cape Henricke, the chancl 
god as befoze expʒeied. : 

Arriuing at Weramocomoca, being iralons of the intent of 
tbis politick ſaluage,fo dilcoucr his intent the better, J with 20. 


ſhot armed in Jacks went a ſhoze, the Bap whcre he dwelleth 


bath init 3.cricks,and a wile and a haife from the chanel all cft, 
being convacted to the towne, J found my lelfe miſtaken in the 


creeke,fo2 they al there were within lefe then a mie, the Empe - 


rozs ſonne called Naukaquawis, the taptaine that ie me, and 
dioerſe others of his chiete men conduded me to their kings ha⸗ 
bit ation, but in the mid way J was intercepted by a great era 
ouer which they had made a bzidge of grained Cakes 4 railes, 
the king of Kis kiecł, and Namontack, who all the tourney the 
king had (ent to guide vs, dad conducted vs this paſſage, which 
cauſed me to ſuſpect ſome miſchisfe: the barge J had ſent to meet 
me at the right lant ing, when Þfound my ſclfe firſt decepued, 
and knowing by experience the moſt of their: courages fo p20- 
c&de (rom others fears , td ug te we lyked the paſſage, J in- 
termingled the Rings ſonne,our conductozs, and his chiefe men 
amenalt ors, and led fozwaro, leauing balfe at the one ends 
to make a guard foz the paſſage of the Front. Tye Indians 
ſeeing the weakeneſſe of the 1B31dge, came with a Canow, and 
foke me in ol the middeſt with foure 62 fluc moge, bring landed 


wee made a guard toz the teſt till ail were paſſed, two in 
a ranks. 
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a rauke we marched fo the Emperozs houſe. Beſoze his houſe 
ſcœd fcztie 02 fiſlie great Plattcrs of flag bzead, being entre d the 
boule, with loude tunes they all made fignes of great joy. Tbis 
pꝛoude falnage,having bis fine women, and the pzincipail ol 
bis chiefe men afſearbled,ſate in rankes as belozs is cxp2clled, 
bimſel's as vpon a Thzone at the vpper ende ol the houſe with 
ſuch a Paieſtie as J cannol expzcile , noz yet haue often ſcene, 
eithcr in Pagan oz Chziſtlan , with a kinds countenance hee 
bad mee welcome , and cauſed a place to bee made by bimlelle 
to fit, J pꝛelented him a ſute of redcloath, a white Greyhound, 
and a Matte, as Jewels he eſteemed them, and with a great 
Ozatioa made by thz> of his Novles, if there be any amongſt 
Saluages,kindly accepted them, with a publike conflemation 
of a perpetuall league and friendſhip. 
comely yong @ aluage, to giue me water, a Turkis-cocke, ano 
bzeadeto tate: being thus feafted , hee began his diſcourſe to 
this purpols. Pour kinde viſitation doth much content mee, 
but where is your father whom J much defirs to \@,is he not 
with vou. A told him he remained aboo2d , but the next dax he 
would come bnto him, with a merrie coiitenance he aſked mefoz 
certains pecesXJ which pzomiſed him, wen J went to Paſpa- 
hegh, I told accozding ts wy pzomile,that J pzoffered the man 
that went with me foure Deum Calacrings, in that be ſo dell 
red a great Ganne,buf they retuled to lake them, whercat with 
alowde laughter, be deſired fo gine him lome of leſſe burthen, 
as foz the other Jgave bim them, being (ure that none could 
carrie them : but where are thelc men you pꝛomiſed fo tome 
with ron, J told him without, who thei vpon gane ozvcr to hans 
them bzough! in, two aller two, eucr maintaining the guard 
wilhont. And as they pzelentep themlelues ever with thankes, 
be would (alnts me and cauſed each of them fo haus foure oz flus 
pound of bzead giuen them, This done, AJ aiked him foz the 
co2ne and ground he pꝛomiſed me He tolo me J (hoald have it, 
but he expected to han all theſe men lay their armes at his feet, 
as did his ſabiccts. A tolde him that was a ceremonie our —

in full aſſurance of our loues, and not only that but when he 
Could thinke it conuenient, wer Would deliver vnder bis 
ſabicction the Country of Manacam and Pocougtaa. 
nack his enemies. 

This ſo contented him, as imme dialiy with attentiue - 
lence, with a lol od ozation he pꝛoclaimed me A werowanes 
of Powhaton,and that all bis ſubied s ſhould fa t ſterme vs, 
and no man account vs ſtrangers noz Paſpahegbans, but 
| Powhatans , and that the Cozns, weomen and Country, 
honld be to vs as to his owne people: this pzoffered kind- 
nes foz many realons we contemnncd not, but with the belt 
Languages and ſigncs of thankes J could expzilſe, I takt 
mp leave. 

Che King riſing from his ſeaf, conducted me foozth, and 
cauſed each et my men to haue as much moze bead as hex 
could beare : gining me (ome in a balket, e as much be ſent 
a board ſoʒ a pꝛeſent to my Father: victuals you maſt knolo 
is all there wealth, and the greateſt kindnes the could ſhew 
vs: arriuing at the Riner, the Barge was tallen ſo low with 
the ebbe, though J bad given o2der and oft ſent to pꝛeuent 
the ſame, yet ite mefCengers deceiried mee, the Skies being 
very thicke and rainis, the King bnderſtanding this miſ- 
chance, ſent his Sonne and Mamontacke, fo conduct mis 
fo a great houſe ſufficient to lodge mit where cntring J (aw 
it hang round with bowes and arrowes. 

The Indians vſed all diligence to make bs fires, 4 give 
bs content: ide kings ©zatozs pzeſently rntertatned vs 
with a kinde 0zation, with expzeVe charge that not any 
— Ceale, oz take ont bowes oz arrowes, 02 offer any 

niurp. 

Paeſently after he ſent me a quarter of Tenizon to ſlay my 


f e: ſent foʒ met lo come onely 
omack in tbe euening -_ z with 
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with two ſhok with me : the company J gaue ozder fo ffand 
vpon thcir guard, & to malatains two ſentrics at the poz's 
allnight. To my lopper þe let betoze me meate oz twenty 
men e ſeeing J could not eat, hes cauſed it tobe given tomy 
men: koz this is a generall come, that what they giue, not 
to take agaiue, but you molt either cate it, gius it awap, 03 
carry it with you: two 03 tha houres we ſpont᷑ in our aun 
ent diſcourſes, which dene, J was with a fire tick lighted to 
my lodging. | 

The next day the King conducting mk fo the Riger, 
chewed me his Canowss , and deicribed vato me bow bee 
ſent them outer the Bays, fo2 tributes Beades:and allo what 
Countries paide him Beavs, oz Skins. But l&ing 
Captaine Nuport, and Maiſter Scrivener , comming a 
ſhoze, the King returned to his houſs, and J went to mate 
bim, with a trumpet befoze him, wis marched to the King : 
who after his eld manner kindly receined him, eſpecially a 
Boy of thirt@n yeares old, called Thomas Salvage, whom 
he gave him as his nne: he requited this kindnes with 
each of vs a great baſket of Beanes, and entertaining him 
with the fozmer diſcoarle, we paſſed away that day, and a- 
greed to bargaine the next day, and ſo returned to our Pin 
nis: the next day comming a ſhoze in like oder, the King 
baving kindly enterfained bs with a bzcak(aſt, queſtioned 
with vs in this manner, 

Why we came armed in that ſozt, ſ&lng be was gur 
friend, and had neither bowes 862 arrowes did wet 
doubt ? J tolo him it was the cuſtome of oor Country , not 
doubting of bis kindnes any waies , wherewith though ber 
ſeemed ſatiſfled yet Captaine Nuport canſed all our men to 
retire to the water ids, which was ſome thirtie ſcoze from 
thence: but to pzenent the wo, Pailker Scrivener 03 J 
were either the one oz other by the Barge , experience bad 
woll tavght me to beletus his friendſhip, till convenient op- 


att dan 
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tian had perceined my abſence, and cunning'y ſent foz n 
A lent foz Maiſter Scrivener to ſnpply my place, the Ring 
would demaund foz him, J would agains reltens him, and 
they ſought io ſatilſle our ſulpition with kind Language, and 
not being agreed to trade foz cozne, he deſired to ſie all out 
Patchets and Copper together,foz which he would giae vs 
cone, with that auncient tricks the Chick ahamanicus had 
oft acquainted me : his offer J refuſed., ccring firſt io ſa 
what he would gius foz one picce, he ſieming to deſpiie the 
nature of a did ſcozns to lell, but we freely choulo 
giue him, and he liberally would requite vs. 

Captaine Nuport would net with leis then twelue great 
Coppers fry his kindnes, which he liberally requited with 
as much cone as af Chick abimania, J had fo; one of lefſs 
p2opoztion : our Patchets bes would alis hane at his tune 
rate, foz which kindnes b& much (@&med to affect Captain 
Nuport, ſome few bunches of blew Beades J bad, which be 
much deſtred, and ling ſo ſew, de offced me a baſket oftwo 
pecks, and that which I dzew to be tha pecks at theleaff, 
and pet ſ@med contented and deſired moze: I agreed with 
him the next day fo; two buſhells, fo; þ ebe now conftrat- 
ned vs to returne to our Boats, although he earneſtly des- 
red vs to ſay dinner which was a being rea- 
dy be ſent aboard affer bs, which was bzead and ven'zon, 
' ſufficient ſoz fittie 03 fxtie perſons. 

CTbe next day he ſent dis Donne in the mozning not fo 
bzing 8 ſhoze with vs avy pieces,leaſt his weomen and chil- 
dzen ſhould fears. Captsine Nuports god beliefs would 
havs (atiſſied that requeſt, pet twentie 02 twentic five lhot 
we got a hoe: the King inipo;tuning me to leaue iy 
| armes a board, much mifliking my \wozd, piſtol and target, 
J told him the men that lle my Bzother with the like 
tearmes had perſwaded me, and being vuarmes ſhot at vo, 
and ſo betraids bs. 

Pt oft entreated Captaine Nuport that his men might

would aſſiſt vs in this cnterpziſe : Firſt he would ſend bis 
ſpies, perſcctly to vnderſtand their rength and ability to 

fight, with which he would acquaint bs himſeifc. 
Coptaine Nuport would not be (cene in it himſclfe, be- 
ing great Werowances, they would ay af home, but J, 
Paiſter Scriuener, and two of his Sonnes, and Opechan- 
kanough. The Ring of Pamaunke ſhould haue 100. of 
bis men to gos befoze as though they were hunting, ider 
giuing vs notile where was the advantage we ſhould kill 
them, the weowmen and young childzen he wiſhed we ſhould 
ſpare, baing them fo him, only 100. oz 150.0fourmen ha 
held (ufficient fo2 this crploit : our boats Gould ſlay at the 
falls, whers we might hew timber, which we might connep 
each man a picce till we were paſt ths ones, and there 
ioyne them, lo paſſe our men by water, i any were ſhot, yis 
men ſhould bzing them backe to our boats, this faire tals 
bad almoſt made Captaine Nuport vadertake, by this 
meanes to dilcouer the South lea, which will not be with- 
— if wit ground out intent vpon his conftan- 
This day we ſpent in trading, dancing, and much mirth, 
the King of Pamaunke (ent his meſſenger, as vet not knows 
ing Captains Nuport, to come vnto him: who bad long 
expectedmg, defiring alſo my Father fo viſite him: the 
- meſſenger ſtaxed to conduct vs, but Powhatan bnBerſtan- 

ding that we had Patchets lately come from Paſpabegh,; 

deſtred the next day io trade with vs, and nat to — 5

Newes from Virginia. 

Copfaine Nuport being not io bi perſwaded to goe ia, 
Gat Powhatan had deſired vs (oftay : ſent her away with 
the like anſwer, yet the next day vpon better tonſiseration 
intreatie pzenailed, and we anchozer at Cinquoateck, the 
firſt twains aboue the parting ofthe river, where dwelled 
two Kings of Pamaunke,Bzothers to Powhatan: the one 
called Qpicchapam, ihs other Katatough, ts theſe J went 
acheze, who kindly intreated me and Hailer Scriuener, 
lending ſome pzelents aboard to Captains Nuport, whit 
- we were trucking with theſe Kings, 

Opechankanough his wife , weomen , and chilvzon 
came to mitte me with a naturall kind affection, hee ſiemed 
to reiopce ts ſa me, | 

Captains Nuportcame a hose, with many kind dil- 
courſes wa paſſed that ſozenone: and after dinner, Cap- 
faine Nuport went about with the Pinnis to Menapacant 
which is twenty miles by water, and not ons by land : O- 
pechankaneugh, conducted me and Paiſter Scrivener by 
land, Where haning built a feaſting houls a purpoſe to en- 
tertaine bs with a kund Dzation , after thetr manner aud 
bis belt pꝛouiſion, kindly welcomed vs, that day de would 
not trucks, but did his beft to delight vs with content: Cap- 
faine Nuport arrived towards evening , whom the King 
pzeſented with fixe great platters of fine bzead, and Panſa- 
romana, the next dap till nane we traded: the King 
* fealted all the company , and the affernaone was ſpent in 
playing, dauncing, and delight , by no meanes be would 
haue vs depart till the next day, de had feaſted vs with veni⸗ 
zon, foz which he had ſent, hauing ſpeni bis lit and ſecono 
p2ouiſion in expecting our comming: che next day he perfoz- 
med his eme, gining 0 lo vs th, then ivould haus

Piece bzake and ſplit his hand ot, which he is not yet well 


reconered, 

At Captaine Nuports arrinall, wa were bicuatlled ſoz 
twelne weekes , and baning furniſhed him of what hee 
thonght god, h let ſaile fo2 England the tenth of Apzill : 
Pailter Scriuener and my lei(s with our (hallop , actom - 
panied him to Captaine Hendrick, 

Powhatan hauing fo; a farrewell , ſent him flue oa fire 
mens loadings, with Curhexes fozi\wozds, which her lent 
him in our return to þ lozt:we diſcouered the ner of Nau- 
ſamd, a pzoud warliks Nation, as well we way teſtified, at 
our firſt arrinall at Che ſiapiack: but that infury Cap» 
taine Nuport well renenged at his refurne , where ſome 
ol lhem intifing him to their Anwbulcadoes by a daunce, hee 
perceining their intent,with a valle of muſket ſhot , New 
one, and ſhot one oʒ two m, as themſelues confelle, the 
King at our arinall ſent ſoʒ me to come vuto him: J ſent him 
woꝛd what commodities J had to exchange loz wheat, and 
ihe would as had the reſt of his conclude a

At our Font, (ho foles we had were ſo ozdinarily ſfolen 
by the Yadians, as neceſſity infozced vs tocozrec their bꝛa- 
uing thauerie ; fo; he that ſtols today, durſt come againe 
the nextday. One amonglt the reſt, hating ſtolen two 
ſwo2ds, J got the Conaſels conlont ts let in the bilboes : 
ide next day with thꝛe moze, he came with their wodden 
ſwo2ds in the midſt of our men to ſteale, their cuſtome is to 
take any thing they can geaze off, onely the people of Pa- 
maunke, ee haus notfound Realing: bat what others 
can ſteals, their King receiueth 


J bad them depart, but floarithing ele ſwap, thep 
| ſemed 
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ſaemed lo defend what (hep conld catch but out of gur 
hands, his pꝛide dagen me to furne him from among& vs, 
whereat he offred to ſirike me with his \wozd, which J pz» 
vented, ſtriking him (i: the reſt cffiing fo revenge the 
blow, rcceiued ſuch an inccunter, and ſled; the betier to 
affcight thew, J parſued them with five oz ſire ſhot, and ſo 
chaſed them out of the Aland: the beginning of this b2ople, 
litle expecting by bis carriage, we dorſt haue reſted, having 
tuen fit! that pzelent, not bene contradicted, eſpectally them 
of Paſpahcgh : (hele Indians within one houre, having by 
other @alaages, then in the Fozt, vuderffad that A thzeat- 
ned lo be reuenged, came pzeſently of themielues, and fell 
to wozking vpon our wears, which were then in hand by o 
ther S4lnages, who ſteing their pꝛide loincountred, were ls 
fo lubmiſſive,and willing to doe any thing as might be, and 
with trembling feare,deſired to be friends within their daies 
alter: From Nawſamond Which is 30. miles from vs, the 
Kiag ſent vs a Patchct , which they hav ollen from bs at 
our belag there : the meſlenger as is the cutome, alſo we 
well rewarded and contented. 

The (wenty of Apzil!,being af wozke, in hewing downs 
Tres, and ſetting Cozne , an alarum cauſed vs with all 
ſpeedy to take oor armes, each expecting a new aſſault of the 
Saluages: but dnderſtanding it a Boate vnder ſaile, our 
doubts werep2c:eatly ſaliſſled, with the happy fight of 
Paiſter Nelſon, his many perrills of extreame ſloꝛmes 
ano tempaſts, Vis ſh'p well, as his company could teſt:fls 
bis care iu ſparing our pʒouiſion, was well: but the pzout- 
dente thereot, as alls ol our ſtones, Yatchets , and other 
toles. onely ours ercepted , which of all the reſt was mol 
neccCary,which might infozce vs, to ink either a ſeditious 
traitoz ts our action, 02 a moſt vaconſcionable deceiuer oi 
our treaſures. This happy arrinall of Paiſter Nelſon in 
the Phenix, baving bæne then about ide monethes mil⸗ 


alter Captains Nupores arrinall, being fo all our ex- 
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pꝛde tions loft: albeit, thatwow ct the laſt, having bene 
long croſſed with tempeſtvous weather, and contrary 
wins, dis lo vnexpt ded comming, did lo raniſh vs with ex- 
„ cating top, that now we thooght our ſelues as well fitted, 
as our harts could wilh , both with a competent number of 
mes, as alis fo; all other n&dſull pꝛoniſians, till a further 
ſopple Choald come bao vs : whereupon the firſt thing that 
was concluded, was, that my ſelſe, ond Maiſler Scrivener, 
ſhould with 70. men goe with the beſt mea(zes we could 
pꝛoulde, to diſcouet beyond the Falls, as in out tudgements 
couneuientiy we migbt: fire 02 (eaven daies e ſpent only 
in frayning,our men to match, fight, and ſcirmiſh in the 
was, their willing minds to this action, ſo quickned thetr 
underſtanding in this cxercile , as in all iubgemenis wee 
were better able to fight with Powhatans whole ſozce : in 
our ozder of battle among the Trees, (foz T.hicks there is 
few) then the Fozt was to repails 400. atthe firſt aaalf, 
with loms tenne 02 twenty ſhot,not knowing what to doe, 
noꝛ how to vis a Piece : our warrant being ſealed, Paiſter 
Ne 1ſonr efuſed to afliſls vs with the boluntaty Parriners, 
aud himſelfe as be pꝛomiſed, vnieſe we would and bound 
to pay the hire fo; ſhippe, and Parriners, foz the time they 
Kayed : and further there was ſome controueriie, the 
the dinerdtie of Contrary opinions, lome alleavging, thaf 
how p;ofitable, and to what gad purpole. lorver our tour- 

ney ſhould poztend , pet our commiſſion , colnmanding no 

certaing deſigns, we ſhould be taxed ſo2 the mat indilcreete 

men in the wo21d, belives the wꝛong we ſhonly doe to Cop- 

taine Nuport, to whow only all diſcoveries div belong, and 

to no other : the meanes foz guides, beſide the vncertains

men, io fell Trees and ſet Cozne. Fiftle of oor men, we i- 
ploped in this ſeruice, the reſt kept the Fozt,to doe the com @ . 
mand of the pzefivent,ond Captains Martin, 30. dayes the 
Giplay expecting þ triall of certain matters, which foz ſome 
cauſe A keepe pziuate:Þþ next crploit was an Indian dauing 
Rolen an Are, was ſo purſued by Paiſter Scrivener,q then 
next him, as be thzew it downe, and flying, dzew his bow 
at avy that durſt incountet bim: within foore oz flae dayes 
alter, Paiſfer Scriue ner and J, being alitle from the Fozt, 
among the Come, to Javiants, each with a cusgeil, and 
all newly painted with Te rraſigillate, came circling about 
me , as though they woatd haue clabed me hike a hare: J 
kaew their faining love is towards me, not without a deads 
ty hatred, but to pꝛeuent the wozft, J calling maifter Scrive- 
ner refired tothe Fo2t:the Yndians ſeeing me ſuſpect them, 
With god fearn:es, alked me lo ſome of their meu. hom 
they would beats, aud went with me info our Fozt, finding 
one that lay ozdinarily with vs, oni fo; a (pie : they cfferey 
fo beat him, J in petiwading them to ſozbeare,they offered 
to beginne with me. being now ſours ſoz tino other artayed = 
in like manner, cams in on the other ſide the Fozt : where- 


bpon J cauſed to ſhat the Po2ts,and appzepend them.The - 
E 2 pzeſivent 
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and Covnlell,being pzeſently acquain ted, remem⸗ 
doing af the firſt ssnir, (hey came in like manner, andne- 
ner elſe but againſt ſome billauie concluded to commit then

Coe next day came firſt an Indian, tben another as Cm⸗ 
balladoss foz thetr men, they deſired to ſp⸗ake with me, our 
diſcourſe was , that what @pades, Syouctls, ſwozds, oz 
tales thep had Coins, to bztng home (it not the next day, 
they ſhould bang) the next newes was,they bad taken two 
of our men,ranging in tde wods , which miſchiefe no pu- 
niſhment will pꝛenent but hanging, and thele they wovuls 
ſhonld redeeme their owne 16. 63 18. thus bzaning vs 
ko our daes, we deſired the pzeſident, and Cagtaine Mar- 
tin, that atternmne to ſally vpon them, that they might but 
know, what we durtt to doe, and at night mand our Barge, 
' andburnt their Townes, and ſpoiled, and deftioyed, what 
s could, but they bzooght our men, and trip delivered 
them : the peſident᷑ relesled one, the reſt we taought well 
guarded , to Meng and Suening pzayers.(Dar men all 
in armes, their trembling feare, then cauſed them to much 
ſo;row,which tül then (coffed,and ſcozned at what we durſt 
doe, the Cotmſell concluded , that J Could ſerriſis them 
with ſome tozture, toknow if J coald know their intent, the 
ne xt day J bound one in hold, tothe maine Paſt, and pze- 
lenting fire Palkets with match in the cockes , loztet hum 
to deſirs life, to anſwere my demaunds he could not, but 
one ot his Comouodos was of the tounſell of Paſpabegh, 
that coulo ſatilſle me: A releaſing dim out of ſight, J affcigh- 
tes the other, fickk with the rack, then with Poſkets,which 
defired me to tay, and he wonlo confelle to this 


execution Paiſter Scriuener came, his diſcourls = = 
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this effcc,that Paſpebegb,the Chick:hamaniar, Youghta- 
num, Pamaunka,Mattapanient,e Kiskiack. Theſe Natt- 
ons were altogether a hunting that toe me, Paſpabegh,e 
Chicahamanya , bad entended to ſurpꝛiſe vs at wozke, io 
daue bad our tools: Powhatan, ę al his would ſa me friends, 
till Captaine Nuports reforne, that he had agoine his mon, 
which he called Namontack, where with a great feaſt bee 
would ſo enamo; Captain Nuport ghis men, as 8 
cesze on him, and the like trops would be lajed aka.

was foure daies betoze Powhatan had ſent the boy he had 
fo vs, with many Turkies to Maiſler Scriuener, and mee, 
vaderCanding J would go bp into þis Countries to deſtroꝝ 
them, and he doubted it the moze, in that J lo oft pzactiſed 
my men, whoſe ſhoting he heard to his owne lodging, that 
much feared his wines, and childzcn ; we ſent him wozd,we 
entended no ſach thing, but only to gos to Powhaan, ts 
ſ#ke ſtones (o make Yatchets, ercept bis men that at bs, 
as Paſpahegh had told vs they would, which if they div 
ſhote but one arrowe , we would deftrop them, and leaſk 
this miſchie fe might happen, lent the boy to acquaint dim 
thus much, and requeſt dim to lend bs We anocłk, one ol his 
labiecs fo2 a guide, ; bop be returned backe with bis Cheſt, 
« apparcll, which then we had ginen him, deſiring another 
to; him, p cauſe was, be was pzactifing with the Chikaba- 
manias, as the boy ſuſpected ſome viilanie,by their extraozdle 
nary reist, e ſecret conference from whencs they would lend 
dim. The boy we keepe,no'v we would ſend him many web 
ſengers, e pꝛeſento, the guide we deſired be lent vs 4 with- 
all requeſted vs to returne him, either the boy, 02 (ome other, 
but none he could have, . that day theſs Jndians were aps 
pzebended, his ſonne with others p yad loaded af our Fezt, 
returned 2 being out of the Faxt,raylsd oa me.to 5{2:: - of 
our min. io he enemies to dun g to Cie cn aSavt 1908 
after Weanock Þ had bin with by fu2 cur gun gan 4, 
kept to haue conde dd ba in ao det 195 iiy WSA dcvig 
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rafurned,and ſecretly after bim, Amocis the Paſpaheyan, 
who alwaies they kept amongit vs fog i ſpie, Whom the 
better to anoide ſaſpition, pzeſently after they tam to beats 
away : thefe pzeſamptiions induced me to take an occaſt. 
on, not onely ts try the honeſty o? Amocis, tyeſpie, but al-

Pa : firſt J. then eiter Scriu-re:, hon their

names oi them that ole ont tales, and (wozds, ond that 
Powharan xettiuts them, they all agreed:cortaine vollies of 
ſhot tot cauſed to be diſcharged, which cavled each other to

Powharan bnverftanding we detained certaing Sal- 
nages,ſeat dis Daugdter, a child of tenne yeares old, which 
not only fo; leature,conmenance , ( pz9poztion, much ercee- 
deth any Bf the reſt ofhis people, but foz wit, ani (ſpirit, the 
on Nonparicl of his Country : this hee (int by bis 
molt truſtie meCenger, called Rawhunt, as much x- 
—_— befo (perſen, but of a ſabtull wit;and crafty 
a long circumſtancs. fold mer, vo 
well — , 8 and in that J 
ſhould not doubt any way ol his kindnelle . be h4d ſeat bis 
obild, which he molt eſkeemep, to ſee me, a Deere, and bzear, 
beſides tas apzeſent : defiring we that the Boy might com 
againe, which he loued ercadingly, bis litle Daugbter bet 
had tought this lefon allo : not taking notice at all of the 
Jndeans that had bene paiſoners tha daies, till tha! moz- 
| bing that los late tete fathers and friends come quietly, 
and in got tearmes to eatreate their libertie. 
Opechaukanougi,flent allo vato vo,that fo his lake, wo — 
8 
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wonld releafe two that were his friends, and ſoz a foken 
ſcat me bis &@o!ing Stone, and Bzaccr, which the day car 
men was taken tpon, ſ parating bimſelfe from the rc a 
long time, intresti d to ſpeake with me, where in toben of 
peace, be had pꝛelerred me ide ſamt: now all ot them having 
found their peremptozie conditions, but to increaſe our mia. 
lice, which they (@ing vs begin to the aten to dell top them, 
as familiarly as betoze, without ſuſpitton, os ſeare, tame a- 
mougſt vs, to begge libertie ſoʒ their men: In the aftcrnone 
tbey being gone, we guarded them as befoze to ths Chorch, 
and after pzayer, gane them to Pocahuntas, the Kings 
Daugbter, in regard of her fathcrs kindneſſe in ſending 
ber: after hauing well fes them, as all (he time of (hetr im. 
piſonment , we gaus them their bowes, arrowes, oz 
what elſe they had, and with much content, fentthem 
packing: Pocahuntas, alſo we requited, with ſuch trifles 
as contented her. to tel that we had vſed þ Paſpaheyans very 
kindly in ſo releaſing them. Tye next day we had ſuſpition 
of ſome other pzactiſe foz an Ambulcado, but perfectly wee 
could not diſcouer it, two dates after a Paſpabeyan, came. 
to ſhew vs a gliſtering Pinerall None : and with agnes de⸗ 
monſtrating it to be in great aboundance,litebnto Rockes, 
with ſoms dozen moze, J was ſent to ſake to digge ſome 
quantilie, and the Jndcan fo conduct me: but ſaſpccing 
this (ome tricke to delude vs, ſoz to get ſom Copper of vs, 
oz with ſome ambuſcado to betray vs,ſceing him faltcr in his 
tale, being iwo miles on our way, led him aſhoze, whire 
abafing vs from place to plate, and ſo [@king oither to haue 
d:awne vs with him info the ws, oz fo have gluen vs the 
ſuppe: Jſhewed him Copper, which J pzomiſed fo have gi- 
nen him, il he had perioz med his pꝛomiſe, but toz his ſcoffing 
and abuſing vs, J gane him twentie laches with a Rope, 
and his bowes and arrowes, bidding him ſho. if he durſt, 
and (o let him got. 

In all this time, our men being all oz the moſt part well 
recouered, 
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recouered,and we not willing to trifle away moꝛe lime then 
neceſſitie enfozced vs vnto, we thought god foz the better 
content of the adnenturers, in ſome rea(onatile lozt to 
fraight hame Paiſter Nelſon with Cedar od, about 
which our men going wi'h willing minds, was in v:rp god 
timt cFected, and the ſhip ſent foz England; wie now re- 


manning being in god health, all our men wel co:eated, fre 
from mutintes, in loue one with another, x as we hope! in a 
continuall peace with the Indians, where we doubt not but 


by Gods gracious alfitance, and the aduenturers willing 
minds, and ſpadie furtherance to o honozable ain acton in 
after times, fo ſet our N fo enioꝝ a Country not oncly 
exteꝛding pleaſant foz habiſation,bat allo very pzifitable fo; 


commerce in generall , no dodibt pleaſing to almightie God, 
honourable to our gracious Doueraigne, and commodious 
generally (6 the whole Kingdome.
